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New faculty/student travel and 
research funds offered 


The trustees of the Rotch Travelling Scholarship, the 
annual design competition administered by the BSA 
(described in the note in the adjacent column), have 
announced the creation of the Rotch Travelling 
Studio, a new effort designed to augment the architec- 
tural education of students at accredited schools of 
architecture. 


The historic purposes of the Rotch Travelling 
Scholarship have been served for 115 years through 
the annual two-stage competition for young practi- 
tioners administered by the BSA. In recent years, both 
a winner and a second-place competitor have received 
stipends of $35,000 and $15,000, respectively, for 
research in foreign countries. (Details on the scholar- 
ship and the next application deadline can be found at 
www.rotchscholarship.org.) 


Expanding the original vision of the Scholarship, the 
Rotch trustees are now inviting proposals from archi- 
tecture school faculty members to support student 
research in a studio format in a foreign country; the 
program will be directed and led by the faculty mem- 
ber applying for the funds. 


Proposals must articulate clearly how the research 
project will enhance the students’ educational experi- 
ence.The stipend may be up to $20,000 and will be 
paid directly to the applicant's school for disburse- 
ment to studio participants.

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New BSA network focuses 
on IDP services 


The training of an architect continues well after 
school. It takes place, in part, in architecture firms 
and through continuing education. While schools and 
firms offer numerous opportunities to acquire skills 
and knowledge, the onus for your professional devel- 
opment is yours alone. To aid in your professional 
development and to enhance significantly the histori- 
cal (but often absent) mentor/apprentice relationship, 
the Intern Development Program (IDP) provides a 
structured transition from formal education to archi- 
tectural registration. This is particularly important 
because many state registration boards have require- 
ments for education, training and examination. 


Education For about 70% of the state registration 
boards, including Massachusetts, a professional degree 
accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting 
Board (NAAB) is a prerequisite for the ARE. If you 
are unsure if your degree is accredited, visit the NAAB 
online at www.naab.org. 


Training — IDP is a profession-wide comprehensive 
program designed to facilitate the essential training 
necessary for competent practice as a registered profes- 
sional. Only IDP satisfies the Massachusetts Board of 
Registration of Architects’ training requirement for 
initial registration. 


The IDP Structure: 
A The IDP training requirement defines areas of archi- 
tectural practice in which interns should acquire basic 
skills and knowledge. 


A The IDP mentorship system ensures that interns 
receive the highest quality information, advice and 
guidance from practitioners. 


A The IDP record-keeping system provides uniform 
documentation and periodic assessment 


A The IDP supplementary education system provides 
continuing education opportunities 


A The IDP goal is to promote an internship environ- 
ment that provides a seamless transition from archi- 
tecture student to licensed practitioner. 


Generally, you can begin participating in IDP after 
you complete your third year in a B.Arch. program or 
your first year in an M.Arch. program. In a nutshell, 
IDP requires completion of 5600 hours of time 
spread over 16 training areas, each with its own rec- 
ommended core competencies. (Specifics of the par- 
ticipation and the training requirement will be 
addressed in future ChapterLetter articles.) 


Examination — The Architect Registration Exami- 
nation (ARE) examines candidates’ knowledge, skills 
and ability to provide the various services required in 
the design and construction of buildings. In Massa- 


chusetts you need to satisfy both the education and 
training requirements prior to sitting for the ARE. 


The National Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards (NCARB) is a nonprofit federation of 55 state 
and territory architectural registration boards in the 
U.S. It is this council that manages the Intern 
Development Program and the Architectural 
Registration Exam. If you would like to participate in 
IDP but have not yet begun, you can request the IDP 
Guidelines booklet and an application for a Council 
record online. To do this or for additional information 
on either IDP or ARE, visit www.ncarb.org.

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Court rules architects may be 
liable for building defects 


During the summer, local publications such as Banker & 
Tradesman and the Boston Business Journal reported 
comprehensively on Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court rulings that significantly enhance architect's expo- 
sure to lawsuits arising from defects in building design. 
The attorney who successfully prosecuted one of these cases 
against a local architecture firm provides the following 
summary of the impact of these recent decisions as they 
affect designers and homeowners. 


The Supreme Judicial Court decided three cases in 
May and June that will change the legal landscape for 
builders, developers, architects and property owners. 
These new cases constitute a very significant body of 
law and a clear trend in favor of homeowners seeking 
recourse for building defects... 


The Court decided, in Albrecht vs. Clifford, that an 
implied warranty of habitability attaches to residen- 
tial property sold by builder/sellers. The implied 
warranty covers latent design and construction 
defects [that] make a home unsafe or unable to keep 
out wind and water. In Berish et al. vs. Bornstein et 
al., the Court extended this implied warranty to 
condominium-unit owners and their condo associa- 
tions. [The Court] did not decide whether the war- 
ranty is limited to the initial buyer or whether it can 
be enforced by subsequent homeowners. 


Developers of new homes are now strictly liable to 
homeowners for all major building defects, regardless 
of fault, for three years after the defect is or should be 
discovered by the buyer. Sellers cannot get a waiver 
nor can they disclaim the implied warranty. Because 
the six-year Massachusetts Statute of Repose protects 
architects and builders (but not sellers in building 
defects cases), when a defect is discovered the develop- 
er may well be the only available party for the home- 
owner to sue. [The developer is] likely to look to 
design professionals and builders to cover this expo- 
sure contractually. 


In Aldrich et al. vs. ADD Inc, the Court decided that 
property owners can sue design professionals for 
repair of building defects when the design profes- 
sional's negligence causes damage to the buildings 
they design. Such liability is not barred by the "eco- 
nomic loss rule", as the architects have alleged (often 
successfully) for a number of years. In Berish, the 
Court extended that decision to builders. Property 
owners can sue contractors, too, for repair of build- 
ing defects resulting from their negligence in con- 
structing buildings. 


Architects and engineers now will be held responsible 
for building defects arising from designs, materials 
and services that fail to meet the standard of care even 
if the defects may have resulted from the developers’ 
choices or decisions. General contractors may find 


themselves liable for building defects that are not cov- BSA | Oct 2002 
ered by their CGL insurance policies under the “your 


own products” exclusion. 


Homeowners will still have to rely on their home 
inspectors and their own diligence to protect them 
from defects that are obvious or that, in normal use of 
the property, they should discover. The Court held 
that the plaintiffs in A/brecht, in fact, were not entitled 
to recover anything from the builder/seller for the 
defective fireplaces in their new home because the 
defects could have been discovered by measuring the 
fireplace dimensions and/or using the fireplaces. 


The message is clear. Although the six-year limit still 
applies for architects and builders, the Court is telling 
building industry professionals to take more responsi- 
bility for building defects. [The Court's] reasoning: 
these are the parties best able to prevent defects or dis- 
cover and fix them during the design and construc- 
tion process. 


What should design professionals do? 


A Limit your warranty. At most it should cover code 
violations and negligent errors and omissions. Check 
you errors and omissions insurance and be sure you 
assume no contractual obligation that exceeds your 
coverage. Include a warranty in all subconsultants' 
contracts identical to any you give the owner. 


A Be clear with owners who want to cut corners in 
the design process (or as construction proceeds). It is 
important to ensure that [owners] take responsibility 
for the consequences of their decisions. Since you may 
be held responsible for a design element that fails to 
meet the standard of care, code requirements and 
acceptable practice must be the minimum threshold 
for program, design and construction. 


A Be clear with contractors whose work you review. 
You cannot accept work you believe falls below the 
appropriate standard unless you receive adequate pro- 
tection from the owner and contractor. 


A Clarify your responsibilities for contract administra- 
tion while construction is in progress. Price site visits 
and review of the contractor's work as [items separate 
from] the rest of your design services and allow enough 
time to catch significantly defective work in progress. 


The Supreme Judicial Court has changed the playing 
field for the building industry. Design professionals 
should take time now to review and tighten your con- 
tracts, insurance coverage and selected business prac- 
tices in light of this shift in the law...

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The Ethics Forum: 
Detailing buildings or BMWs? 


In the July/August issue of the ChapterLetter, we 
examined the architectural profession's complaint that 
graduates enter the workplace untrained in the reali- 
ties of practice and we argued that general education 
(as well as technical education) may actually benefit 
interns, the discipline of architecture, and even indi- 
vidual firms. One impassioned reader-response from a 
seasoned principal provides a perfect example of this 
complaint: “The problem with interns is precisely 
their lack of useable skills, their complete disregard for 
the precision and knowledge required in professional 
practice, and the deceitful way in which they overstate 
their portfolio experience” and he lamented his firm's 
“constant battle against interns’ inability to complete 
tasks in a competent manner.” 


This month we turn from gripes against interns by 
firms to the gripes against firms by interns. 


Another correspondent, a more junior architect, 
argued that a firm's "extra-professional expectations 
put unfair pressures on recent graduates...who may be 
forced to ‘sleep with the devil’ in order to get their 
foot in the door or to remain secure in their jobs, only 
to find out later that there is no job security in this 
business." The writer recalled being required to wash 
the boss's BMW, being paid a 40-hour salary with no 
pay for overtime, and seeing advertisements for 
unpaid architectural internships. The architect also 
decried the lack of entry-level opportunities that are 
actually geared directly to professional training, citing 
a number of recent advertisements that call for appli- 
cants to play other roles entirely, including that of 
nanny. 


It is patently unethical and callous for firms to tell 
prospective interns that they will find holistic architec- 
tural training in positions in which they will instead 
be washing cars — to advertise falsely, especially when 
interns depend on firms to train them broadly and 
comprehensively for licensure. However, for firms to 
advertise truthfully that they are in need of nannies or, 
more likely, draftspersons seems to be an indicator 
that at least some firms may be better differentiating 
the special skills of architects from those of aides to 
architects. The historical failure of firms to do this 
actually indicates a structural problem with the archi- 
tectural profession that Princeton scholar Robert 
Gutman recognized years ago. 


In an article titled “Professions and Their Discontents: 
The Psychodymanics of Architectural Practice”, 
Gutman described architectural practice as strikingly 
different from legal and medical practices in its high 
degree of professional hierarchy. That is not to say 
that law firms and hospitals are not very hierarchical, 
just that they are not professional hierarchies. Instead 


they are differentiated so that professionals do the 
work they were trained to do and other trained 
experts (lab technicians, nurses, paralegals) do differ- 
ent, supporting work. 


In this scenario, there is little hierarchy among the 
professionals themselves and the roles the junior pro- 
fessionals play are closely modeled after the roles of 
the senior professionals (to such an extent that med- 
ical interns are addressed as "Doctor" in hospitals and 
perform full patient rounds that are retrospectively 
evaluated not preemptively regimented). Gutman 
went so far as to see architecture's anomalous 
approach reflected in the very architecture of its stu- 
dios with their factory-like drafting floors and few pri- 
vate offices in which to confer with clients or perform 
undistracted intellectual tasks. 


The absence of full collegial status for junior archi- 
tects, we might say, indicates that architecture does 
not enjoy the true collegiality that characterizes true 
professions. Perhaps this professional collegiality 
would, in fact, be furthered by clarifying the different 
roles required to run an architectural practice, and hir- 
ing specifically for those roles — not hiring aspiring 
architects to do non-architecture. This truth-in-pack- 
aging policy would prevent firms from labeling “go- 
fer-ships” as legitimate architectural “internships” and 
would instead obligate firms to make clear to aspiring 
architects that the positions are not intended to meet 
conventional training needs. But perhaps more impor- 
tantly, rather than compete against other firms in the 
building business, this New Accuracy might even 
allow architects to better integrate into their own 
firms people with a variety of career skills and goals 
and to thereby invent more effective ways to serve the 
profession's ultimate goal of better architecture.

It was after 
a visit co Quincy Market in 1991 that the 
national AIA Board of Directors voted 
enthusiastically to award Thompson the 
AIA Gold Medal, the highest honor con- 
ferred on an American architect. Born in 
Minnesota in 1918 and educated at Yale, 
Thompson served on a destroyer escort 
during WW II and served in the OSS at 
the Founding United Nations Conference 
in San Francisco in 1945, In 1946, 
Thompson joined Walter Gropius and six 
colleagues to establish TAC/The Architects 
Collaborative. In 1953, Thompson found- 
ed Design Research, the renowned glass- 
walled store in Cambridge. While chair- 
man of the Department of Architecture at 
Harvard in the mid-1960s, Thompson 
founded Benjamin 
Associates, He was, as Campbell noted, “an 
architect who ignored changes in fash- 
ion...His interests included everything 
that appeals to the senses — parties, music,
